This begins the fourth week of 
the fifty-sixth Legislature, and 
most of the committees have been 
organized and started hearings 
on bills. 
Probably from here on 
this session of the 
Legislature 
will be very busy in committee 
hearings. 


Sometimes it seem* to most of 
the people of the state that the 
legislators are not working as the 


H o u s p meets and works three or 
four hours and then 
adjourns: 
however, they should realize that 
most of the work is done in com­ 
m ittees 
and 
these 
committees 
must meet while the House is ad­ 
journed. 


The most amazing thing that 
we have found since being in the 
Legislature is the tag th at some 
people give each member. If we 
were to support a $2 increase in 
the old age benefits we would im­ 
mediately be branded a “liberal.” 
On the other hand, if we voted 
for a $10,000,000 increase in high­ 
way expenditures we could bo 
branded a “conservative.” 
W hat 
is the dividing line and who should 
be allowed to label members of 
the Legislature as “liberals” or 
“conservatives” ? 
So far we have not received 
either of these labels, but know 
when legislation is introduced and 
votes are taken, the third House 
will label us either a “conserva­ 
tive.” “liberal” or "middle-of-the- 
road” man. 


The bills that have been intro­ 
duced this session are too num er­ 
ous to name, however, we will try 
to keep the people of our district 
informed as to any 
legislation 
that will affect us. 


There is some talk about a bill 
being introduced to abolish the 
trappers th at are now provided 
for by the county, state and fed­ 
eral government. 
However, this 
is just talk and possibly will not 


comp to any bill boing introduced 
for abolishment. 
Your representative has receiv­ 
ed appointments to the committees

We feel very hon­ 
ored in being appointed to tho 
committee on state affairs as not 
many new members are appoint­ 
ed to this im portant committee.
